On May 2, 2006, the South Dakota Public Utilities Commission (Commission) received an 
application from Midstate Telecom, Inc. (MTI). According to its application, MTI submitted the 
application pursuant to the provisions of ARSD 20:10:32:11, to provide a different local calling area 
than that which is offered by Qwest Corporation (Qwest). 

On May 4, 2006, the Commission electronically transmitted notice of the filing and the 
intervention deadline of May 19, 2006, to interested individuals and entities. On May 26, 2006, 
Qwest filed a Petition for Leave to Intervene. At its regularly scheduled June 13,2006, meeting, the 
Commission granted Qwest's request for intervention. On December 15, 2006, the Commission 
received Qwest's Motion to Dismiss Petition for Leave to Intervene. 

The Commission has jurisdiction in this matter pursuant to SDCL Chapters 1-26 and 49-31 
and ARSD 20: 1 O:32: 1 I . 

At its regularly scheduled meeting of December 19,2006, the Commission considered this 
matter. The Commission voted unanimously to grant the withdrawal of Qwest's Petition for Leave to 
Intervene. Commission Staff recommended approval of the application. The Commission found 
that MTI had shown that the different calling area would not be contrary to universal service, public 
safety and welfare, quality of service, and consumer rights concerns. It is therefore 

ORDERED, that the withdrawal of Qwest's Petition for Leave to Intervene is granted; and it is 

FURTHER ORDERED, that the application of MTI for a different local calling area is hereby 
approved.
